The Puns correspondent ol the London Star
writes as lollows:

Among the curiosities of Paris life decidedly
are the small carts which, from 5 to 6 o'clock
every momine, call at thf back gates ot em-
bassies, palace, ministeres, restaurants, hotels,
and geat houses la general, to purchmej the
remains of the entremets, desserts, and dinners
in general, left, not by tbe upper tea thousand
only, but line vise by their servants, and sold

very morning by their cook to the emis-
saries of a race of costermongers called
'arlequln"." whose stalls at the "Hallo"

are furnished lortb by these "baited mais"
Which made their debut at the tables of those
Who rule our destinies. Tne carts are closed
in, and recognizable by the sort of chimneys
In the top to admit of free circulation of air;
the remains are thrown peie-mt-le into tbe carts,
and paid for by weight. You may Imagine
the aspect preseuted by this oi:a podridi when
it reaches the ' arlequin" stall. The first process
is tbe triage, or sorting a work of no small
difUcalty when portioos of lobster a la Mayon-
naise besmeared with toup a la Julienne have
to be extracted fiom tbe remains of a fruit tart
in which they are imbedded. Tbe most pre-
sentable moieels are pared, cleaned (?), and
arranged ou a dish, this process taking place
in some remote corner, far irora human keu, as,
naturally, us mj6teriea would not attract cus-
tomers. Strauge to say, by 12 o'clock these
scraps off rich men's plated are eagerly bought
up by a certain cla s of poor who prefer the
eavory flavor to more wholesome food. What
cannot be sufficiently pared and arranged lor
human apt elite it sold for tho food of pet house
does. J'.alinn greyhounds, aud such like aristo-
cratic quadrupeds. Tbe bones, however, found
in thif detritus are carefully put aside, and sold,
to the manufacturers of concentrated nieat-esseu- ce

lozenges, and by them, alter they have
boiled taem down, sold to tbe makers of animal
black, much In demand by house painters,
etc. Bui to return to our friends the "arle-quina- ."

Meubles en Vieux." Aucient furniture, even
though stained by age and rust, we all appre-
ciate; but aucient bread, stained by ink aud
mould, we scarcely relish. Yet It is a remu-aerativ- e

trade to collect tbe crusts thrown away
by colleee boys or dropped by these careless
youngsters in their playgiounds, trumplel on
and inked ottentimes, but gathered by c'lif-fonie- rs

ant old to the:e se.oud-hau- d bikers,
and by teem torteu. rue cleanest or mese
soiled and uninviting cruMs lire dried iu an
oven, ra-pe- d, and iben sold lor the "croute au
pot," with vihich soup all lamiliar witm French
cuisines are well aquaiuted. Furtbormoie,
these choice bits of old bread are cut up into
tho tbreecciuered morsels which, friei lu
butter, adorn tbe dishes of the veaetables, etc.,
we enjoy at our (avoriie restaurant, but there
yet reu aius a mass of . dust-s- o led
scraps which once were bread ; this Is worked
up in a mortar, pulverized, and sold as tbe
ctiajielure blanche in which our cutlcis lire
dressed, or, to use the technical term, pine;
and as tbe chape'.ure Irune which is silted over
the mall hums called jam'oiira a ix. l ucre sua
remains a dust which it has b-- en imposible to
work up this is blackened in the oven aud
reduced to an impalpable black powder, mixed
with houtiY, to wbich are aiid;J a lew drops of
peppcimlni, and sold as au iufullible cure for
toothache, lor which ailment it is said to be
quite as ellic icious as anything "lecomrueudaJ
by the faculty."

who waut to hf nmrried in a hurry. Kverybodv,
it appears, crumbles at these exucticus, but rhe
sessions clerk stands out for his dues, and, like
another Old Man of the $ea, he fs too lirm in
his seat to be shaken off."
